Company Will Be Incorporated 
in Wilmington, Del., 
Tuesday. 


ORE LANDS ARE IN !OWA 


Furnaces, Which Will Be’ in 
Operation in Six Months 
Owned by Local Men. 


A corporation with a paid up capi- 
tal of $5,000,000 to’ operate a pigiron 
and ferro manganese plant in St. Louis 
will be incorporated in Wilmington, 
Del., next Tuesday. The principal 
stockholders in the corporation will 
be Edward F. Goltra, Jesse D. Dana, 
John C. Roberts, R.-H. Stockton. E. 
C. Dameron, William Bagfell, David 
R. Francis, P. C; Maffitt and T. 8. 
Maffitt. 7 

The company will .operate a plant 
in South St. Lotwis, having acquired 
the property of the St. Louis Bla-t 
Furnace Co. in Carondelet. The plant 
will be rehabilitated and modernized, 
and avill be ready for operation with- 
in six months, 

It is expected that the pigiron and 
ferro-manganese plant will make St. 
Louis an iron center of great import- 
ance, and will result. it bringing 
many new industries to St. Louis. The 
company has acquired, a tract of 267 
acres of iron producing lands at 
Waukon, Io., from which it will ob- 
tain its supply of raw material. With 
the advantages of cheap coke, and 
river transportation, it is expected 
the company will be able to manu- 
facture pigiron $2 a ton cheaper than 
it can be produced in Pittsburg or 
any of the other iron centers. 

2 Investigated hy League. 

Dana, Goltra and the two Maffitts, who 
have been promoting the new company 
for more than a year, have been work- 
ing in co-operation with the Business 
Men’s League. The league appointed a 
committee comprised of James E. Smith, 
Thomas R. Akin, Forrest Ferguson, 
Charles L. Holman, George W. Niedring- 
haus and A. F. Versen, its industria! 
commissioner, to make an investigation 
of the fron mines tn Iowa; ‘This’ com- 
mittee reported that there was an abun- 
dance of iron ore in the Iowa properties, 
estimated at 56,000,000 to 10,000,000 tons, 
The committee made a report to the 
Executive Committee of che league, 
which indorsed the proposition of build- 
ing a big iron furnace in St. Louis. 

The reason for incorporating the new 
company in Delaware is that its incor- 
poration laws are more favorable than 
those of Missouri, according to members 
of the Business Men's League. The Mis- 
souri laws forbid one corporation from 
owning the stock of another corporation, 
It was found necessary to take over sev- 
eral other corporations in forming the 
new company, particularly the Missouri 
Iron Co., of which Goltra and Dana have 
been the principal owners. The Missouri 
Iron Co. has expended. over $1,000,000 in 
the development of the Iowa properties, 
and has been selling large quantities of 
ore to Chicago factories. 

Will Employ Many Workmen. 

The St. Louis plant, as soon as it be- 
gins operations, will require from 500 to 
600 tons of ore a day and will give em- 
ployment to many workmen. The plant 
will be near the new coke ovens of the 
Laclede Gas Light Co. in Carondelet. 

Edward Hidden, former president of 
the Business Men's League, said today 
that the combination of water transpor- 
tation and cheap coke would make St. 
Louis one of the leading iron produc/ 
ing centers of the country. Many of 
the industries that use iron in the man- 
ufacture of their product naturally will 
be attracted to St. Louis, he said. 

The fron mines in Iowa are 18 miles 
from the Mississippi River. It is not 
the intention of the fron company im- 
mediately to use the river for transpor- 
tation of: ore to St. Louis, but at a 
later date barge lines will be construct-

Two Former Republican Secre- 
taries of War See Right 
Step in Program. 


CHAMBERLAIN’S 

Senator Tells Security Congress

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Two former 
Secretaries of War, both under Repub- 
lican administrations, today indorsed 
Secretary Garrison’s army program. 
Blihu Root, in a letter read before the 
National. Security League Congress 
said: 

“There are good things. in Secretary 
Garrison's plan. The doing® of’ them 
would be progress in the right direc- 
tion.”’ 

Henry L: Stimson, 
cating compulsory 
service, indorsed Secretary. Garrison's 
plan “as sound and intelligent’ and 
advocated its adoption ‘‘provided Con- 
gress is not ready to sanction universal 
training.’ 

Root’s letter indorsed Secretary Garri- 
son's contention that the National Guard 
could not be depended on for the army 
increase. 

“It is idle,” “wrote Root, ‘‘to talk of 
developing the national guard itself into 
an adequate army for national defense. 
The National Guard are primatily State 
troops for state purposes, and they must 
continue to be so.”’ 

“Don’t Lose These Good Things.” 

“There are good things in Secretary 
Garrison's plan. The doing of them 
would be progress in the right direction.

citizens’ army while it still retains the 
legal character as a State force. Four 
years ago, when it was clear that no 
other force of Federal reserves could be 
obtained from Congress, I reluctantly 
gave my approval to a pay bill in order 
to obtain the advantages of training 
and discipline which the measure pro- 
vided. Further study of the subject and 
of the situation evoked by the war have 
made it clear to me that such legislation 
would be a mistake. 

‘Under the Federal Constitution the 
National guard or organized militia is 
primarily’ a state force instead of a 
national reserve, and I do not believe 
that any. effective national citizens’ 
army can be created out of a force dom- 
inated by 48 separate sovereignties. 

Enlistment Ratio Low. 

“For nearly 15 years strenuous efforts 
have been made by the Federal Govern- 
ment as well as by the state authorities, 
to increase the number of the guard, 
yet it has remained nearly stationary. 
The ratio of its enlistments to our pop-- 


glish-speaking countries as to make it 
clear that some fundamental defect is 
at work. 

“The National Guard is, other than 
the regular army, our only present force 
of even partially trained soldiery. Noth- 
ing should be done to discourage its 
work, but on the contrary, everything

NO EXPLOSION HEARD 


Vessel Will Be Docked and 
Thorough Investigation 
Made of Blaze. 


By coke Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan... 22.—Mystery sur- 


rounds the fire which forced the Nor- 
wegian freight steamer Sygna to. put 
tack to this port today after having 
sailed yesterday for Archangel with a 
large cargo consigned to the Russian 
Government. The fire boat William J. 
Gaynor met th- freighter at quarantine 
and after quantities of steam had been 
turned into the Sygna’s forehold, from 
which clouds of smoke were pouring 
when she reached port, it was believed 
the fire was virtually under control. 

Officers and members of the freight- 
ers crew said that, so far as they knew, 
no explosion preceded the fire, but they 
were unable to offer an explanation of 
huw the blaze originated in a hold 
which they said contained only struc- 
tural steel and railway material. When 
asked if there was evidence indicating 
the fire had been of incendiary origin, 
the officers said that it was “too soon 
to make an investigation,’’ and declined 
to comment upon the unusual features 
of the blaze. 

Captain and Crew Mystified. 

Members of ‘the Sygna’s crew who cov- 
ered the hatch of the forehold yester- 
day, said there was no indication of fire 
when the freighter sailed, and that it 
was early yesterday evening before one 
of the watch saw smoke creeping from 
around the hatch. The cover was hur- 
riedly taken off and while no flames 
could be seen a great quantity of emoke 
rose from the hold, ‘The captain and of- 
ficers were niystified concerning the ori- 
gin of the blaze ahd it was decided to 
put back at once. 

_ Owing to the tighly packed mass of 
s'2el beneath decks the crew of the fire- 
boat found much difficulty in fight the 
blaze and ih attempting to enter ‘the, 
hold. it was impossible to loeate = 
center of the fire or to learn the whined 
of the material that was burning, and | 
for this reason the fireboat continued to 
pour steam into the hold for several 
hours. 

Will Be Thoroughly Examined. 

The Sygna will be docked, partly un- 
loaded, and thoroughly examined, to de- 
termine the cause of the blaze. Stee! 
rails and various forms of structural 
steel were said to be in the bottom of 
the forehold, ‘while on top of this ma- 
terial was a large amount of railway 
supplies, chiefly steel car parts for as- 
sembling in Russia. It could not be 
learned whether the vessel had any 
munitions aboard. 

The fire on the Sygna is the latest of a 
long series of fires and explosions which 
have occurred on vessels shortly aft- 
er they sailed from this and other Amer- 
ican ports with munitions or supplies 
for the allies. in numerous cases it has 


been found that the fires. were caused 
by incendiary bombs or fuses, but sev- 
eral cases have gone unexplained, at 
least so far as the public has been con- 
cerned.

The Foreign Office in Berlin is secretly 
circulating a memorial written by Count 
Ernst von Reventiow on “Great Britain 
and Europe,” in which the events lead- 
ing up to the present war are discussed. 
The original is in the German language, 
but an English translation has, been 
made by Dr. Georges Chatterton-Hill, 
and according to the title notice, this 
work is “printed for private circulation 
only.” 

While in Berlin I obtained a copy of | 
Count von Reventlow'’s work. There are 
14 chapters of this work, in which his- 
tory is given in regard to Buropean af- 
fairs from the sixteenth century on to 
date. Referring to the present war, the 
secret document says: 

“Germany in fighting for her own ex~- 
istence is fighting also for the liberation 
of the world. The great day of libera- 
tion will surely come, sooner or later. 
The condition sine qua non of that lib- 
eration is the destruction of Britain's 
maritime supremacy. 

“For,.as long as Britain rules the 
waves humanity must reniain her slave. 
This is a fundamental truth. And an- 
other fundamental truth is that Brit- 
ain’s maritime supremacy cannot be de- 
stroyed until Ireland is a free coun- 
try. 

“So long as Ireland remains a British 
colony—or, rather, a British fortress— 
Britain can at any. time shut off the 
whole of Northern and Eastern Europe 
from all access to the ocean; even as, 
by means of Gibraltar, Port Said and 
Aden, she can close the Mediterranean. 
Ireland is the key to the Atlantic. Re- 
lease Ireland from her bondage, and the 
Atlantic is at once, opened sa to Eu- 
rope.

“Therefore must Ireland be restored 
to Europe, if Europe is to be free. An 
independent,. neutral Irish nation would 
be the natural bulwark of European lib- 
erty in the West.

A jury in Judge Grimm’s court yes- 
terday afternoon found Homer Steinhoff 
of 5700 Etzel avenue guilty of felonious 
assault, in striking and injuring Kurt 
Mindel of 6529 Crest avenue, while driv- 
ing in his automobile at a high rate of 
speed at 4 o’clock tn the morning of 
Bept.

Policeman Walter Bennett _ testified 
that he had to fire six shots before Stein- 
hoff stopped, and that he staggered as 
he got out of the automobile and that 
his breath smelled of liquor. 

Mindell testified that he was wrapping 
papers as he drove. The automobile 
came up behind and struck‘his cart and 
he was thrown on the automobile hood. 
Steinhoff stopped the machine a block 
west, but started again when Thomas

get the number of the automobile. Riley 
jumped on the running board. Steinhoff 


increased the speed to 16 or 20 miles an 
hour.

More Germany Efficiency. 


HE automobile has been found to be 
auch an important feature of the 
war operations that the German Gov- 
ernment has undertaken to increase the 
efficiency of the motor car by keeping 
the roads free of glass. Drastic orders 
have been issued on this subject, and 
the school children in all parts ‘of the 
country have been instructed te look 
carefully over the roadways which they 
have to pass, and to pick up every bit 
ot broken glass or sharp piece of metal 
which might be injurious to automobiles.

Preserving Milk Powder. 


METHOD has lately appeared in 
Europe for preserving various food 
or other products, and especially milk 
powder, the idea being based upon plac- 
tne the substance in a sealed vessel or 
packing case with inert gas, so that this 
latter prevents the wsual spoiling of 
contents by the action of the air. 
In the French patented process the

In this, way the contents of the boxes

In using this hold 
the main duty of Stecher’s body and 
arms is to keep his opponent’s hand 
from interfering with the aggressor's 
legs. These are clasped across his 
opponent’s body, one over and one 
under, and the feet locked together. 
In this position Stecher applies a 
two-ton squeeze to the midsection of 
his opponent, whose stomach mus- 
cles can offer only a limited resist- 
ance to the tremendous pressure. 


Frequently the scissors hold is so 
placed that no “‘fall’”’ can be ©btained 
from it. Under such circumstances 
the victim is forced to give up. 

In the photograph it will be 
seen that Stecher holds hig op- 
ponent in such a fashion that he 
cannot use his hands to unclasp 
his (Joe’s) locked legs and feet. 
It's only a question of a few 
moments until elther the victim 
or his ribs must give.

Thefe are the 
evonomie reasons which also act as 
The desire for comforts and 
luxuries: which money buys is one of 
the driving powers.
